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WALTER ALLEN’S DESCENDANTS. 


1. Walter 1 Allen was in Newbury, 'Mass., in 1640 and possibly 
before (tbe town was incorporated in 1635), but moved to Watertown 
about 1652. In 1665 be sold bis estate in tbe latter town and bought sixty 
acres near tbe Concord boundary in wft&t was then called Watertown 
Farms, afterward the town of Weston. In 1669 he purchased 200 acres 
more in Watertown Farms. Aboutl873fte moved to'Charlestown, where 
he died July 8, 1681, se. 80. He took oath in 1677 that he was 76, so he 
must have been bom about 16(Jl. At his death he not only owned land 
in Watertown and Charlestown, but in Sudbury and Haverhill. The lat¬ 
ter farm came into his possession in 1673 in payment of a debt due from 
Thomas -Davis. 

Walter Allen’s occupation is variously given in the old records as 
“ farmour,” planter, haberdasher, shop-keeper, and once (1073) more 
specifically, as a “ Haberdasher of Hatts.” The inventory of his estate 
amounts to £3015, a goodly sum for those days. When he came to 

Watertown he had a wife Rebecca, who died-, and he married in 

Charlestown, Nov. 29, 1678, Abigail Rogers.

2. John 3 Allen, ( Walter*') lived in Newbury, Mass., until 1662, when he 
moved to Sudbury, where he died Dee. 1, 1711, probably about 80 
years old. He was a tailor, perhaps' the tailor of the town, though 
for a few ydars in the litter paft of his life he had a competitor in 
Enoch Cleveland, youngest son of Moses Cleveland of Wobum, 
the first American ancestor of President Cleveland. John Allen 
also had a farm, where he lived, in the part of Sudbury now Way- 
land. 

Sudbury was attacked by the Indians during King Philip’s War 
in 1676, and John Allen was one of the sufferers, his loss on a 
petition to the General Court being esfcitnated at £60. In 1688 
he was one of those who took the, public stock of ammunition into 
their hands, a sort of minute man. It is probable that his son

Thomas was killed during the first French and Indian War (King 
William’s War, 1689), as John Allen’s name appears on a petition 
of those “some of us for ourselves, others for our children and 
servants who were last winter impressed into dreadful service, where 
by reason of cold and hunger and in tedious marches many score 
of miles in snow and water, and laying on the snow by night, having 
no provision but what they could carry on their backs, beside hard 
arms and ammunition, it cost many of them their lives.” 

John left a will, dated Aug. 9, 1708, three years before his death, 
his son Benjamin being made executor. His first wife, Sarah, died 
Jan. 12, 1702, and his second wife, Mary, is probably the Mary 
Allen who died in Sudbury, Aug. 30, 1727.

3. Daniel* Allen, ( Waited) lived in various places. His first two chil¬ 
dren were bom in Charlestown. Thence he went to Watertown, 
and from there to Lancaster in 1661 or 1662, but returned in a few 
years (1670 to 1674) to Watertown. His last years were passed 
in Sudbury, probably with his son Elnathan, and in Sudbury he 
died early in 1705, presumably, for his son Elnathan settled his 
estate in April, 1705. Savage must be in error when he says he 
died March 7,1694. There was a Dr. Daniel Allen of Boston, who 
died May 7, 1694, and they were evidently confused. Bond says 
1706, but that was a slip of the pen most likely. 

Daniel Allen married, about 1658, Mary, daughter of Rev. John 
Sherman (1613-1685), third mini ster of Watertown. It has been 
stated that Daniel was married again, about 1664, to Mary, daugh¬ 
ter of Thomas Wilder of Lancaster, but this is evidently an error, 
for his wife Mary receives a bequest, in 1685, from the estate of 
her father, Rev. John Sherman.

5. Benjamin 3 Allen ( Walter*) settled in Lancaster, the oldest town in 

Worcester Co., but as Lancaster was nearly wiped out of existence 
by the two attacks of King Philip’s Indians in 1675 and 1676, the 
inhabitants had to seek shelter elsewhere. Benjamin seems to have 
gone to his father’s in Charlestown, where he died Sept. 20, 1678, 
ge. 31. It is not known what became of the children.

Mass., March 18, 1660; went with his parents to Sudbury, Mass., 
two years later, and lived there until 1707—9, about which time he re¬ 
moved to Rehoboth. When he made his will, June 9, 1709, he was 
of Rehoboth, and “ about to enter into the Country’s Service.” The 
only bequests are to his daughters Mercy, Ruth and Elizabeth, to 
whom he leaves his land in Sudbury. At the settlement of the es- 
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tate in 1725, he is alluded to as heretofore of Rehobofch, but late of 
Sudbury. He-was 65 years-old in 1725. 

Joseph married first, May -5, 1687, Abigail, daughter of John 
Myrick, of Charlestown, and second, Martha-, who died be¬ 

fore him. He was probably not related to the other Allens that 
settled early in Rehoboth.

9. Elnathan 3 Allen {Daniel 2 Walter 1 ) was bom in Lancaster, Mass., 

Jan. 7, 1667, but lived there only a very few years. He was a 
farmer, and received land in the northwest part of Watertown in 
1694 from his father. Previous to 1702, however, he moved to 
Sudbury, where he remained until about 1722, when he removed 
to Hopkinton, where he was chosen the first town treasurer in 
1724 for, though incorporated in 17 L5, the first town government 
was not organized until 1724. Hopkinton has received some 
notoriety by being the birth-place of Capt. Daniel Shays (1747— 
1825) the instigator of Shays’ Rebellion in 1786, and from being 
the residence of Sir Harry Frankland and Agnes Surriage, whose 
lives are so beautifully set forth in O. W. Holmes’s poem “ Agnes. 
Elnathan lived in. Hopkinton until 1725, when he pushed on to 
Shrewsbury, in the heart of Worcester Co., Mass. "On Oct. 1, 
1735, while standing on the hinder end of a cart load of stalks, his 
oxen started, whereby he fell off and was killed in his 69th year.” 
His estate was settled by his son-in-law, Edward Newton. El¬ 
nathan was selectman of Shrewsbury in 1730 and in 1733. He 
married about 1694, Mercy, bom Jan. 1, 1670, daughter of Henry 
Rice, an elder brother of Thomas. She died in 1727, se. 57.

Asa W. Allen, of Salem, O., in a little volume published in 1872, 
seems to think that this Ephraim was a son of an Ephraim Allen, 
who was in Roxbury in 1650, but gives no reason. With the ex¬ 
ception of the marriage above given, the name of Ephraim Allen 
does not appear in the early Roxbury records, nor does it appear 
in the church records, nor the probate records, nor registry of deeds 
for the county. On the other hand, the administrator of the estate 
of Samuel 3 Allen, in 1720, speaks of Salome, wife of John Shat- 
tuck, of Westboro\ and it is probable the Ephraim Allen of North- 
boro* (then a part of Westboro’) was her brother. The fact that 
Ephraim named his first son Samuel (after his father) would add 
weight, perhaps.

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and he played the bass viol as well as being a good singer. He 
began the study of divinity with his old pastor, Dr. Sumner of 
Shrewsbury, and completed it with Rev. Dr. Thaddeus Mason 
Harris of Dorchester, in whose pulpit he preached his first sermon. 
In 1803 he received and accepted a call to the church in Chelms¬ 
ford, where he was ordained Nov. 16 and remained until Nov. 16, 
1832, when he retired from the ministry and spent his remaining 
days on a small farm in Andover, where his death came, caused by 
a fall down the stairs of his bam. 

As a minister he was a Unitarian of the old school, sincere and 
earnest. He was an early preacher on temperance in the days when 
everybody drank, including most ministers. Like ministers of his 
day he tilled the soil, for his salary was small, and in addition taught 
school four months of the year. He had a fine perception of the 
English, Greek and Latin classics, and urged and aided several 
young men to gain a liberal education. Three of his own sons he 
sent to college. He was a Mason, and passed to the highest orders 
existing in his day, being Chaplain in several stages of his ascen¬ 
sion. He delivered several Masonic discourses. In 1816 or 1817 
he established a public library, which he kept in his own house. 
He wrote a history of the town of Chelmsford, published in 1820 
(192 pages). The quotation on the title page of this pamphlet is 
from his preface. The title page of his work follows:

Walter 8 Allen (son of preceding) was born in Boston, Mass., March 
21, 1840, and resides, 1896, in New Haven, Conn. He was graduated 
from Yale College in 1863 with the degree of A.B., and was given the 
degree of A.M. in 1893. From January, 1864, to August, I 860 , he was 
acting assistant paymaster in the United States Navy on board the monitor 
“ Nantucket ” in the South Atlantic Blockading Squadron. After the war 
he read law in Worcester for a while, but soon went West and became 
connected with the Cairo (Ill.) Journal, and for nearly thirty years his 
life has been devoted to newspaper work. From 1866 to 1869 he was 
with the Cincinnati Gazette , then for about seventeen years with the ifcstow 
Daily Advertiser . During an interval of eighteen months, in 188d and 
1884, he was editor of the Portland (Me.) Press , and upon kisretum to 
Boston was editor-in-chief of the Advertiser until the end of 1886, when he 
went to New Haven as one of the editors of Webster's International 
Dictionary .

Moses 6 Allen (see page 14) was born in Barre, Mass., July 9, 1771, 
and died in Princeton, Mass., Feb. 10, 1848. His widow died at the 
home of her son, Dr. Nathan Allen, in Lowell, Mass., July 16, 1866, se. 
92. A long appreciative obituary written by the Rev. William P. Paine, 
D.D., of Holden, appeared in the Boston Recorder (now Congregationalist) 
soon after her death. She was bom April 19, 1774, daughter of David 
Oliver, of Barre. Moses Allen and family moved from Barre to Prince¬ 
ton in 1805 (see page 49). 

Rev. David Oliver 7 Allen (son of Moses and Mehitable Allen, see 
page 14) was born in Barre, Mass., Sept. 14, 1799, and died in Lowell, 
Mass., July 19, 1863. He graduated from Amherst College in 1823, from 
the Andover Theological Seminary in 1827, was ordained as a Congre¬ 
gational (Orthodox) clergyman May 21, and the same year went as a 
missionary to Bombay, India, where he remained until 1853. Upon his 
return he published “India, Ancient and Modem.” In 1857 and 1858 he 
preached in Westford, Mass. In the latter year he transferred his resi¬ 
dence to Lowell, where he remained, without ministerial charge, until his 
death. He had one child, Myron Oliver Allen, born in India, who grad¬ 
uated from Yale College in 1852, from Pennsylvania Medical College in 
1854, and died in 1861, without issue. 

Hervey W. t Allen (another son of Moses, see page 14) was a school 
teacher and druggist. He lived in Lowell and Framingham (Mass.), 
where he died in 1885. He married first, Oct. 1, 1846, Clarissa F. Howe, 
of Sudbury, who died in Framingham, Sept. 23, 1880, without issue. He 
married second, Mrs. Henrietta (Symmes) Hull. Jonathan Allen, brother 
of Hervey W., was long a professor in a medical college in Philadelphia.

NOTES UPON THE ALLEN FAMILY IN GENERAL. 


The surname Allen comes from the Christian name Allen. As an in¬ 
stance of latter, Fitz-Aleyne (son of Allen) is found in the roll of Battle 
Abbey, that is, those who went to England with William the Conqueror. 
Alan, Constable of Scotland and Lord of Galloway and Cunninghame, 
died in 1234. Surnames in England did not become permanent until about 
the 12th century. One of the first Allens that has been found is Thomas 
Allen, sheriff of London in 1414. Sir John Allen was mayor of London 
in 1525, Sir William Allen mayor in 1571, Sir Thomas Alleyne in 1659, 
and a Wm. Ferneley Allen as late as 1867. Among those who have borne 
the name may be mentioned William Allen, a Protestant martyr who was 
burned at the stake in 1555 ; Viscount Allen, Cardinal Allen (1532-1594), 
and Edward Alleyn (1566-1626), a distinguished actor and friend of 
Shakspere and Ben Johnson. This Edward in 1619 founded Dulwich Col¬ 
lege (4 1-2 miles S.S.E. of St. Paul’s, London), with the stipulation that 
the master and secretary must always bear the name of Allen. Compe¬ 
tent men of that name have always been found to fill the positions. It 
should be said that the name is very common, J, Bernard Burke’s “ Gen¬ 
eral Armory of England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales ” enumerating 55 
different Allen coats-of-arms, besides 3 Alans, 2 Alens, 6 Allans, 3 Alleyns, 
3 Alleynes and 3 Allins. 

There are three Allans in the directory of The Hague, Holland, in 
1892, and a firm of H. J. & R. van Allen, broodbakker, (bread bakers) in 
Ajnsterdam. The French form Allain survives, 36 being found in the 
1892 Paris directory. Among the Acadians expelled from their homes in 
1755 was Pierre Alin of Piere Le Blan, with one son and two daughters. 

In America* there have been several distinct families of Allens. In a 
list of those living in Virginia, Feb. 16, 1623, is William Allen of Eliza¬ 
beth Cittye, as. 22. In a list of passengers from England to Virginia in 
1635 are Gregorie Allen and Richard Allen. The first in New England 
was perhaps Samuel Allen, who came with the first settlers of Boston, but 
was of Braintree 1635. This Samuel was the ancestor of Hon. Stephen 
M. Allen (1819—1894), the abolitionist. There seems to have been another 
Samuel Allen (1588—1648), who with his brothers, Thomas and Matthew, 
settled in Cambridge in 1632, but soon after removed to Connecticut. This 
second Samuel was the ancestor of the Revolutionary hero, Ethan Allen 
(1737-1789). George Allen settled in Saugus in 1635, but removed to 
Sandwich in 1639. Edward Allen was in Ipswich in 1636, but later 

* The list of early American Allens here given is not complete, but it may serve to give 
some idea of the number that came early. 
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moved to Deerfield. Ralph Allen of Newport, R. I., 1639, and Reho- 
both in 1643, a Quaker, imprisoned in 1659, was probably a son of 
George. Bozone Allen settled in Hingham in 1638. Rev. Thomas Allen 
was minister of the church in Charlestown in 1639. Capt. John Allen 
was also in Charlestown as early as 1639, and in 1657 was the richest 
man there. William Allen was in Salisbury in 1639, and had several 
children. Rev. John Allen settled in Dedham in 1637 with his nephew, 
James Allen. The latter soon removed to Medfield, and was the ancestor 
of Rev. Joseph Allen (1790-1873) of Northboro, Rev. Jos. Henry Allen 
(1820- ) of Cambridge, who is Rev. Joseph’s son, of Col. Chas. Herbert 
Allen (b. 1848) of Lowell, M. C. 1884—1888, and candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts in 1891; of Nathaniel T. Allen (1823- ), founder of 

the Newton English and Classical School, a nephew of Rev. Joseph, and 
of Benj. D. Allen, the Worcester organist. William Allen of Wales set¬ 
tled in Providence, R. I., in 1660, and Lewis Allen in Watertown previous 
to 1665. Samuel Allen (1636—1705), a London merchant, purchased in 
1691 the New Hampshire grant extending sixty miles from the seacoast, 
but his claim as Governor and Proprietor was resisted by the settlers. 
There have been still other Allens, who came direct from England later, 
among them Capt. Nathaniel Allen (1699—1770), commander of a packet 
ru nnin g from London to Boston, who settled in the latter place about 1734. 
He kept a store in Boston until 1757, when he bought a farm and moved 
to Shrewsbury, Mass. His descendants should not be confused with those 
of Elnathan Allen, who went there about 1725. Jolley Allen of Boston, 
Capt. Nathaniers son, left with the British. Another son, Thomas Allen 
(1728—1793), moved to New London, Ct., and married a grand-daughter 
of Gov. Gurdon Saltonstall. A history of the descendants of Capt. Na¬ 
thaniel was published in 1891, brief sketches of some of the other Allen 
families have been printed, and a history of the descendants of Edward 
Allen of Nantucket, by O. P. Allen of Palmer, Mass., is soon to be added 
to the list. 

Four states, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and Kansas have Allen counties, 
and there are several Allentowns, Allen Creeks, etc. 

^ Among others who have achieved notoriety are William Allen, who as¬ 
sisted Franklin in establishing the College of Philadelphia, and was after¬ 
wards Chief Justice of Pennsylvania; William H. Allen, President of 
Girard College; Ephraim W. Allen (1780(?)-1846), for more than thirty 
years editor of the Newburyport Hercdd, in the office of which Wm. 
Lloyd Garrison learned the art of printing, and Hon. Wm. Allen (1806- 
1879) of Ohio, M. C., 1833—1837, U. S. Senator, 1837—1849, Governor of 
Ohio, 1873-1875, in which latter year he was defeated by Hon. R. B. 
Hayes. The Hon. William was sometimes called “ Earthquake Allen ” or 
the “ Ohio Gong,” because of his powerful voice, and he is said to have 
originated in 1844 the famous cry of “ Fifty-four forty or fight.” 

The present Senator Allen, Hon. William Yincent Allen of Nebraska, 
was bom in Ohio, in 1847, moved to Iowa in 1857, and thence in 1884 to 
Nebraska, where he has been a judge. He took his seat in the United 
States Senate in 1893. 

Hon. John M. Allen, M.C., from Miss, was bom in Miss, in 1847, and 
has represented his district in Congress since 1885. He is a descendant 
of the Virginia Allens. The Congressman from the new state of Utah is 
Clarence E. Allen, who took his seat Jan. 7, 1896. He is a native of 
Pennsylvania, and moved to Salt Lake City in 1881. Nathaniel Allen of 
New York State was M. C. from 1819 to 1821.

Henry E. W. 7 Allen (see page 34) died at the old Allen place in 
Shrewsbury, Oct. 27, 1896. 

The statement made on page 42 that Mrs. Mary (Allen) Powers was a 
descendant of Samuel Allen of Braintree is probably erroneous. It would 
seem that she was the eldest daughter of Zebadiah 8 Allen, Jr. (see page 
14), and consequently second cousin to her husband. 

Myron O. 8 Allen, M.D. (see page 46), was bora in Bombay, India, Feb. 
15, 1832; m. in May, 1858, Susan W. Barnes, and d. in Lowell, Mass., 
Aug. 1, 1861. He began practice in 1855, in Wenham (Mass.), of which 
town he wrote a history (pp. 220), published in 1860. His uncle, Dr. 
Nathan Allen, wrote a history of Princeton, Mass., for the history of 
Worcester Co., and Rev. Wilkes Allen wrote a history of Chelmsford, 
Mass. 

Jonathan Allen, 1815-1867 (see p. 49), entered Yale College in 1834, 
but did not complete the course. In 1838 he went to Pennsylvania and 
was for several years teacher and lecturer on anatomy in a private institu¬ 
tion where he had constantly over a hundred medical students under his 
instruction. Afterwards he was demonstrator of anatomy in the Jefferson 
Medical College, whence he passed to the professorship of anatomy and 
physiology in the Pennsylvania Medical College. 

Richard L. 7 Allen (see page 48) was the author of a small, illustrated 
12° volume (96 pages, 1852) entitled “Domestic Animals: History and 
Description of the horse, mule, cattle, sheep, swine, poultry and farm dogs.” 
In 1856 he issued a larger volume (325 pp.) called the American Farm 
Book or compend of American Agriculture.” A revised and enlarged 
edition (526 pp.) of the latter was published in 1869 by his brother, Lewis 
F. Allen.
